It was asserted 
that they ‘'unlawfully played 
and bet together at a game of 
cards called Loo, losing and 
wincing to and from each other 
a large sum of money, to wit, 
the sum of six and one-fourth 
cents.”

O. I'm glad we got you eventually. 
If one diets correctly, there is no 
need of being hungry. 
In fact. I 
can safely say that it isn t what is 
eaten when one is hungry, any­ 
way. that causes excess fat to ac­ 
cumulate. 
If one never ate except, 
when genuinely hungry and then 
stopped when the hunger was ap­ 
peased. that would mean no over­ 
eating at anyone meal, and very 
little eating between meals. 
And 
it is the overeating at meals and 
the between-meal snack that stack 
up the calories and therefore the 
fat. 
The thing the reducer lias to 
fight in the beginning is not real 
appetite but simply longings 
for 
certain 
foods. — especially 
candy
